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Christian Education. 


Baptists have been pioneers in the field of education. The 
first public school in America was founded in Rhode Island in 
1675 by Dr. John Clark, a Baptist preacher. They have also 
gone forward in higher education. Baptist doctrine, chureh 
government, and program, make it imperative to educate. 

Mississippi Baptists have four colleges under their manage- 
ment and control, viz: Mississippi Colloge, located at Clinton, 
for boys; Clark College, located at Newton, ror boys and girls; 
Mississippi Woman’s College, located at Hattiesburg, for girls; 
Blue Mountain College, located at Blue Mountain, for girls. * 
During the last session of the colleges there was an enrollment 
of 1401 students. One hundred and twenty-eight of these were 
young preackers. One hundred and five officers and teachers 
were employed. : 

If we shall do our best in this work, three things are nec- 
essary: First, we must see that our schools are really christian. 
By this | mean that the pfficers and teachers in these schools 
shall be such men and women of character, and so filled! with 
the Spirit of God, as to have an environment so strong for 
righteousness that it will influence those who attend these 
schools for God and righteousness. Second, we must send our 
hoys and girls t4 these schools. Third, we must give our money 

to support them. We can do all these.

Ministerial Relief, 


We believe that the ministers who have come to their day 
of retirement, or who for any reason have become disabled, are 
in every way worthy of our sympathy, prayers, and financial 
support. The same is true of their widows and orphars. These 
men and women were faithful to God and His cause in the midst 


of the greatest sacrifices in laying the foundation for the work 
of Christ in this state, and surely they should receive our hearty 
support in their declining years. 

Other christian organizations are far ahead of us in this 
department of work and in the discharge of this christian obli- 
gation. Even EVERY RAILROAd and some other business and 
_ wordly institutions are far ahead of us in caring for their old 
and faithful employees. 

We should strive to be equal to and and surpass all wordly 
institutions, and should furnish these old heroes of our faith 
the support they so richly deserve. _ 

The Convention Board, located in Dallas, known as the 
Relief and Annuity Board, has taken over the work of the state. 
The aim of this Board is to give aid and comfort to the diabled 
ministers, as well as to those who have grown old in the service, 
and have come to their need and to their widows and crphans 
such aid as their exigencies demand and as their financial condi- 
tion will allow. : 

The Board now has a list of between 700 and 800. Others 
are being added from month to month. The stipends of the 
heneficiaries who have been transferred to us from other states 
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have in the most part been increased from forty to sixty per 
cent. and in some instances as much as 100 per cent. While we 
have made great strides since the organization of the new Con- 
vention Board in giving aid and comfort to the disabled and 
these ministers, we are just beginniug to do what we should do. 
Our aim should be to persuade our people to say to the minis 
ters in active service today: ‘Give yourself whole-heartedly to 
work; spend yourself freely; be not afraid: we do not pay you 
just tne salaries that we should, but this we do: we solemnly 
promise that we will stand back of you and if you fall in the 
work we will care for you, and if you die we will not permit 
your family to suffer, and if you grow old in the work we will 
comfort your declining years.’’ Just that and nothing less 
should be the attitude of our great denomination to its ministry. 

Every one of our young preachers should feel that the de- 
nomination had s@ spoken to him and that he ean accept its 
word at par. If we could say that so as to carry conviction to 
men of the hard fields and the small salary, we would put new 
life in them, greatly increase their effic:ency and the denomina- 
tion would be the real beneficiary. 

In conelusion, do not criticise our Board; pray for the 
blessings of God on its work, and the cause of the Lord will 


prosper in this Board.

Resolved, we, the Lawrence County Baptist Association, in 
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convention assembled, do ‘Sascha condemn the use ofthe basket- 
ball costumes, and call upon our people when playing this game 
to use such costumes as will more properly cover the body, both 
as to length of sleeves, length of legs, and a heavier material; 

That we condemn the practice of men and women, boys and 
girls bathing together, and call upon our people to refrair from 
such sinful practice; that parents teach their children the evil 
of snch practices ; 

That in our opinion our pegple as a whole, and more espe-

_ Report on Orphanage. 

We rejoice in the good report from our Orphanage at Jack- 
son, Miss. It is now in its 25th year and has cared for about 
one thousand children, many of whom have grown into man- 
hood and womanhood and are now filling places of usefulness in 
homes of their owh, many of them in almost all the voeations 


of life. : 
We learn from our supesihendent that the health of the 
children is fine. They have fot had a death from sickness in 
fonr years and are caring for an average of 150 children all the 
while. These children are gathered from the most unpromising 
surroundings and trained up into useful men and women. 

The boys are trained ir agriculture, stock raising, dairying, 
trnek growing, carpentry, and machinery. The girls are trained 
in the art of cooking, sewing, washing, ironing, fancy work, 
and general house keeping. 

All the children of the Orphanage have the advantage of a 
good sebool under efficient teachers and attend Sunday School 
and preaching every Sunday, and those who are christians are 
trained in christian werk in their own senior and junior B. Y. 
P. U.’s and fitted for useful christian citizenship. 

We commend our Orphanage and its splendid work to’ths 
hearts and henevolences of all our people and urge that during 
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— + = 


the month of Sinsiies our people send to the ticaldaniee fiom 

our farms and stores anything that is needed in the ordinary 
home. 

We learn also from our, Superintendent that our Orphanage 

is in good financial condition and our children will continue to 

_ be amply provided for if our people will pay up their pledges to 

the 75 Million Campaign, but will suffer in proportion ‘if we fail.
